Siu,~You hit the right nail.fairly and 
squarely on the head when you recommond- 
ed tho folding of a Commission o: 
on the working of our local Observator 
I would further suggest that such Commis 
sion ahould: consist. ‘of. say:. the: Harbour 
Master, Mr Bruce Shepherd, one of tho 
Royal Engineer Officers, and an officer 
from. the Surveying sbip on ‘the China 
Station, . 

Tho establishment - which Dr Doberok 
directa is a Motevrological and Magnetic Ob- 
sorvatory ; a knowledge of Astronomy i8 
required for determining’ Errors: of ‘the 
Clock, in connection - with the -drop- 
ping of the Time-ball, In spite of 
this, Dr Dobercte has tried by evory means, 
in his power tu convert the place inte an 
Astronomical Observatory ; he styled: bim-
